Pre.scrved meats, such iis beef, pork iiml 
veuiaun ; also, unchovies, sardines, prepared 
Boup, and nui.shroom.'^, put op by M. Driard, of 
the Colonial Restmuani. Halibut and sal- 
mon, proprircd by M. Koiicliet. Deer's ant- 
lers. protograpliH of distinguished persons, 
Indian chiefs and othera ; views of Victoria, 
the IIoolc nnd Ladder House, etc One of 
the »peciinen3 of oats is from the farm of 
Dr. Tolniie, and weighs 46 pounds to the 
bushel. The prepared meats, fish, vegeta- 
bles; etc., contributed by M. Driard, aro 
jiionounood equal, if not superior, to any pui 
up in England ; and a dessert-spoonful of iho 
prepared soup by tho same contributor, 
added lo a pint of hot water, will give an 
excullenl bowl of .soup. In addition to the 
above, ilie collectiiui contains a <'abiiict ot 
l<laiul birds, coiitribulel by .Mr. AUie.l 
Jeliiey, a clever urnitliuloyist aiul taxuler- 
nii.'st of tins city.
